The three leading financial newspapers 
are Wall Strect Journal,Journal of Com- 
merce, and, at least for Indiana, Chicago 
Journal of Commerce, priced respectively 
$18.00, $20.00 and $17.00 a year. If tho 
Wall Street Journal is admitted as the 
dean of American financial sheets, the 
Journal of Commerce is a close second. 
The Chicago Journal of Commerce has the 
advantage of being delivered in most 
Indiana cities a day earlicr than the 
ethers. 


Investment magazines are also mostly 
in the high brackets: Barron's, $10.00; 
Commercial and Financial Chroniclo,%26.00 
Magazine of Wall Stroet, $10.00; Forbes, 
$4.00; Financial World,$15.00. Commercial 
and Financial Chronicle is the long stand 
ing pillar of the financial world. It is 
largely factual while the others are nore 
inclined to give advice. If only one can 
be selectod, try Barron's. 


Investment services include weekly in- 
vostnent and econonic lotters.The Special 
Libraries Association's Handbook of Con- 
nercial,Financial and Business Services 
lists 577 of them. How can one select 


wisely? Moody's Investors' Sorvico in- 


cluces five annual volumes of corporation 
reports with bi-weekly supplements in 


loose-leaf binders and weekly Bond Sur- 
veys and Stock Surveys. This costs over

Any li- 
brary would find use for their Weekly

their two loose-leaf volunes of Surveys 
covering all key industries and the lead- 
ing securities in each industry. Their 
long-term Statistical Section is invalu- 
able. These three alone would cost you 
over $210.00 a year. Fitch Publishing 
Company also offers a widely-diversified 
nunber of investment guides, at not quite 
such high prices. Their loose-leaf 3ord 
and Stock bulletins are about $100.00 
each and their Fitch Survey (Weekly Mar- 
ket_and Business Reviow)is only $48.00 a 
yeure Sut the business letter that is 
pezhaps best known is the Kiplinger Let- 
ter which costs $18.00 a year. It supplic

Now as to books. Many older books on 
ahd srone are out of date since the 
curities Act of 1933 but there are

school texts and goneral treatises on 
investing, investment analysis, invest- 
nent trusts, stock and commodity exchange 
The second group is nade up largely of 
books of advice - most of it conservative 
and good - for the investor and especial- 
ly for the investor new at the game. 3ut 
everyone must know by now that you can't
